thing much below a Philofopher, which is what I. 


mean by a Gentleman, to rank 2 Man among the 
Vulgar for the Condition of Life he is in, and not - 
according to his Behaviour, his Thoughts and 
Sentiments, in that Condition. For if a Man be. 
loaded with Riches and Honours, -and in that State 
of Life has Thoughts and ‘Inclinations below the 
meaneft Artificer ; is not fuch an Artificer, who » 
within his Power is good to his Friends, moderate 
in his Demands for his Labour, and chearful in 
his Occupation, very much fuperior to him who 
lives for no other End but to ferve himfelf, and af- 
fumes a Preference in all his Words‘and Actions to 
thofe, who aét their Part with much more Grace 
than himfelf? Epiétetws has made ufe of the Simali- 
tude of a Stage-Play to human Life with much Spi- 
nit. It is not,fays he,to beconfider'd among the Actors, 
who is Prince, or who is Beggar,but who atts Prince, 
or Beggar belt. The Circumttance of Life fhould not 
be that which gives us Place, but our Behaviour 
ja that Circumttance is what fhould. be. our folid 
Diltinétion. Thus, a wife Man thould think -no 
Maiti above him or below him, any further than it 
regards the outward Order and Difcipline of the 
orld: For if we take too great an Idea of the 
Eminence of our Superiors; or Subordination of 
our Inféflors; it Will have amill Effet upon our 
Behaviour to both: , But he whothinks no Man a- 
bove him but for his Vittue, none below him but 
for his Vice, can never be obfequious or affuming 
in a wrong Place; butwill frequently emulate Men 
in Rank below him, and pity thofe above him. 
This Senfe of Mankind is fo far from a levelling 
Principle, thet it only fets us upon-a true Bafis of 
Diftinction, and doubles the Merit .of fuch as be- 
come their Condition. A Man in Power,iwho can, 
without the ordinary Prepofleffions which ftop the 
Way to the true Knowledge and Service of Man- 
kind, overlook the little Diftinctions of Fortune, 
taifé ob{cure Merit, and difcountenance fyccefful 
Indefert, has, in the Minds of knowing Men, the 
Figure of an Ange! rather than a Man, and is a~ 
bove the reft.of Men in the highett Character he cin’
